“Any argument in favor of the 
strikers from the standpoint of the 
profits of the Calumet and Hecla is 
not worthy an answer. The fact that 
the federation itself has expressed it- 
self as satisfied with wage conditions 
proves it is silly. The profits of the 
Calumet and Hecla have been due 
Simply to the fact that the Creator 
put such rich copper deposits in the 
ground. Furthermore, immense 
profits came when the company Was 
working on deposits near the surface 
where it cost less to raise the rock 
and when. other production costs’ 
were less than at present. Those rich 
days have gone, and the recollection 
of them has no application to pres 
ent conditions.

Deaf and Dumb Boys and Girls Are 

Taught to Make LTIae by Their 

Teacher—Useful and Interesting. 

What can a child, handicapped by 
being deaf and dumb or by sub-nor- 
mal intellectual faculties, be trained 
to do, that he may support himself 
through life? 

Lace making is the solution to the 


problem furnished by Miss Anna Gris- 
wold, teacher at the Sixteenth-street 
school. 

The deaf and dumb children as well 
as the sub-normal children are cared 
for there, and for long Miss Gris- 
wold pondered the problem of help- 
ing them. Then last summer an idea 
oceurred to her. me went to Chicago 
and studied lace aking privately 
with a woman who had been trained 
‘In the art tn Ireland, Italy and Spain, 
and she came back with the answer 
to her problem tucked away in a 
corner of her mind. . 

She at once began experimenting 
with the unfortunate children, and 
found that the little deaf and dumb 
youngsters, shut out of the world of 
sound and apeech, were highly devel- 
oped as regards the other senses and 
took very naturally to the lace-mak- 
Ing: also that sub-normal children 
would work patiently over a marual 
training task, even though they failed 
in the mental test. Beautiful little 
bite of Spanish lace and Irish potnt 
grow under their patient hands, and 
they show an eager happiness in their 
fares, as they bend willingly over 
bobbin and frame. | 

Mise Griewold hes a small class at 
present, but will extend the work. as 
she feels sure of success. Boys as 
well as girls are eager to learn to 
make lace,

“The ireasure ana the tieart’ was 
the theme of the sermon yesterday 
morning at the Wiishire-bpuulevara 
Christian Church, where the Rev.

“To open a bank account, buy a 
piece ot land, get married and go 
into debt for sumething of increas- 
ing value, is good advice to the aver- 
age young man. Most fortunes are 
begun and built up in that way. But 
the advice is sound beyond the build- 
ing of fortune. An increasing treas- 
ure has the power to attfact, io 
hold and to engross the attention. 
As it. grows it grips. Now character 
is formed and destiny determined by 
those we allow to hold 
our attention. very man past 
middie age is largely what he is, 
both in personal character and in 
his position in the world, by reason 
of those interests which he per- 
mitted to grip him. Our virtues and 
our vices have a mental basis. 

“Up to a certain point interest in 
a temporal treasure is salutary. It 
redeems life from unworthy pur- 
suits.

In 
the suit tried here N was alleged 
that Bennett harassed Bledsoe until 
he ‘was finally barred from the prop- 
erty altogether. Then Bledsoe dis- 
cove the property to belong to 
the State and purchased it. 

Bennett and Robinsoyg brought suit 
here to recover title and were 
awarded a decision by Judge Oster. 
Bledsoe appealed to the Appellate 
Court, which reversed the case and 
gives Bledsoe title. 

It is believed this will end the liti- 
gation, which been bitter, the 
feud involving half the population of 
the Mojave Valley.

SIMILAR ROBBERY. 


Between San Jose and San Francis- 
co five weeks ago a Southern Pacific 
mail car was entered and robbed in 
almost the same manner in which the 
robbery occurred Saturday night. The 
identical lines upon which ooth were 
planned and executed lead the inves- 
tigators to believe that the jobs were 
done by the same man. It is also be- 
Heved that the man inside the car 
had a confederate on the train and 
that both men left the train at the 


same time. 


While, scores of passengers were 
boarding the train at the Arcade 
Station Saturday night and many 
trainmen and station attaches were 

ne the mail car, a man clam- 
red into the car. The transfer man 
had loaded all the mail from trucks 
into the car and Mail Clerks Perry 
and Wendland were busy removing 
the sacks pt mall from the door to 
the end of the mail compartment. 
The hold-up covered the clerks with 
a revolver. Around the lower part of 
his face he wore a white handker- 
chief bordered with blue, which he 
had slipped up from beneath his 
coat collar as he climbed into the 
car. He forced both clerks to lie 
down on the fidor of the car and 
over them he threw empty mail 
sacks. 

With a vivid recollection of the 
recent murder of Montague in an 
Espee holdup and because of the 
formidable stature of the man be- 
fore them, the mall clerks obeyed 
every command. The train remained 
in the station shed nearly three min- 
utes while he closed the door, and 
when the train started up he com- 
menced his work. 

Assistant Postmaster K. F. Dish- 
man yesterday explained that the loss 
of registered mail was trivial, al- 
though the mail had not deen 
checked up at San Franc 90 
hold-up helped himself to the regis- 
tered packages that were being 
“worked” and did not molest the 
pouches which contained packets of 
money and valuables. This oversight 
is ah indication that the robber could 
not have been as thoroughly familiar 
with the work in hand as the man- 
ner in which he entered the car and 
made himself at home seemed to in- 
dicate.
